Bourkc." 

It's roiintry widt a ten-inch 
rainfall, one sheep to ten 
acres.

But Bourke is do Aussie 
Siberia. 

it is a boom town in the 
best sense of the word. 

Not only in its modern 
shops, banks, and offices, but 
in the incredible green of its 
parks, sporting ovals, howling 
clubs, its flourishing lucerne 
crops, fat and golden citrus 
orchards producing some of 
the best crops in N.S.W. 

Home gardens blaze with 
color — for every kind of 
fruit and flower suited to a 
warm climate blooms in the 
rich dark soil. 

The people of fiourko. leave 
no particular secret for the 
success of their town. Work 
and w-atcr is all that is 
needed, and they give plcntv 
of both. Water comes from 
the Darling. 

The climate is kinder iban 
many penple think. Winter, 
spring, and autumn are mild, 
and die w'aves of above cen- 
tury summer heat rarely la.( 
longer ihnu a week. 




There's an otd side to Ibe 
town too — ancient hotels, 
which Mill carry the sign; >i 
Crjbb and Co., a. crumbling 
river-bank landing where ;Ut 
paddlr-stcamcri <>f bygone 
years loaded wool.

The people of Bourke have 
a gift fur pulling together. 

The full weight nf I he town 
went into raising £22,OTlO to- 
wards an £30,000 Olympic 
pool, to be officially opened 
on December 10. 

Last year, i9b9, wai » 
drought year. Yet Rotary 
presidrut Colin Sutton spear- 
headed a drive for funds fnr 
a Baby Health Centre. 

The full cost uf the Centre, 
£1000, was railed, and the 
Ccnirc, too, will be olliciilly 
opened on December 10. 

No one thought to ask about 
subsidies from State or Federal 
authorities. 

The question is never "Why 
doesn't someone do some- 
thing?" But "What will «* 
do?" 

This year, for instance, when 
husine.s«nert in Bourke failed 
in an effort to have a Techni- 
cal College opened, they 
started training and coaching 
the town's young people thefn- 
selvei to hall the drift "down 
inside." 

(Sydney City and all points 
between are called the "in- 
side.") 

Helping hunds 

Again, in February. A 
youngster was drowned in the 
river. Fifty men dived and 
searched until the lad's body 
was recovered — and a Volun- 
teer Search and Rescue Or- 
ganisation svas formed. The 
search had shown the need- 
No one had to be prompted. 
There's no TV', no night life, 

no bearhrs, on resorts — and 

no monotony.

If you 
have had previous military service, the 
age is from 18 to 35; if you have had 
picvimis military service and been selec- 
ted during il for warrant or N.C.O. 
rank, the age for enlistment is from 18 
to 38. 

("■iris enlisted mny he single, widows, 
or divorcees without dependent chil- 
dren. Each must produce a birth cer- 
tificate, pass a medical examination, 
and be a British subject living per- 
manently in Australia, or a non-British 
subject living permanently in Australia, 
hi a iiijii-nriiish migrant complying 
1'iTiaiji renditions. 

The applicant must have an average 
primary-school education and pass an 
aptitude test. 

Written consent of parents is re- 
quired nf applicants under 21. 

llirls may enlist in the Nursing 
Curps for initial terms of either three 
or six years, and may continue at the 
rnd of their initial term fur two, three, 
or four-year terms. Girls are renuircd 
tu serve anywhere in Australia and may 
also volunteer for service overseas. 

When ihey an- accepted as appli- 
cants, girls live in, are paid £3/1/7 a 
week, allowances, and are provided 
with uniforms.

No, it would bo most unwise to take pills or something unless you 
consult your family doctor first and he prescribes them. 

There is only one way to gel Tat. Eat more. You won't put on an ounce 
unless you increase your daily intake ol food. This is probably why the 
malted milk's didn't fatten you. They will if yon have them as well as 
the food you normally cat. If you have a malted milk and then are too 
full to eat what you normally would at the next meal, they have simply 
been part of your normal daily intake. 

I'd see a doctor first ol all and derermine if it is medically or psycho- 
logically desirable for yon to get farter. 

If il u there are all kinds of tricks you ran get up to lo increase 
your weight. Mainly they are: simply increase your intake of food until 
your stomach is used to a bigger daily intake or enrich the portiuns 
of food you eat now to make them more nourishing. [This is railicr a 
nuisance far your mother or whoever cooks the meals, so it is a last 
resort if your doctor says getting fat is not necessary.)

Tun* teens tvin fame 
in cancer research 

# Two 17-year-old Americans have recently startled the 
medical world with their research on cancer cells. They re- 
vived an old theory and found facts which are claimed to 

hack it up. 



IN effect, their work 
challenges the belief 
thai cancer is a wild growth 
of tumorous cells, and has 
-led to the testing nf a ticw 
form of treatment. 

This junior research team 
i niisMs oi a boy and a girl 
from opposite sides of the tracks, 
iii New York. 

They are Patricia Bath, the 
blight, irrepressible daughter ni 
pour, haid - working negro 
parents in Harlem, and cool, 
poised Arnold Leninck, the 
' scion of a well-to-do family, 
with his own yacht and private 
laboratory. 

At Charles Evans, Hughes 
High School, near Harlem, I'm 
was known as "the demon dis- 
sector. " 

At Rorkaway High Schoul, 
la mile* away but stilt in New 
York City, Arnold resigned 
from the srhool football team to 
spend more time in research. 

Both won awards under the 
Nalional Science inundation, 
and a year ago they joined a 
group of hich school students 
sclcited tn participate in a 
snmmcr training programme at 
Yeshiva. University. 

Thev w r ere assigned to do re- 
search at Harlem Hospii.il, 
under Dr. Robert Barnard, the 
eonsuliing pathologist, .and 
Starts work on [otallv unrr- 
lateil bio-medical studies. 

But Arnold and Hat worked 
in neighboring labs and over 
enffee thev miked about their 
research, 



Dr. Barnard had given Arnold 
some strrptnmycin beer residue 
and asked him In find its effect 
on single-celled organisms. 

t 4 ! bat] mi idea then that this 
had any connection with can- 
cer," Arnold said. "But in feed- 
in i. this residue in certain or- 
ganisms, I found it increased 
their growrh rate. 

"When Dr. Barnard led the 
same residue tn cancrr patients 
it seemed to slow down the 
growth of malignant cells". 

Pat fed the same residue tn a 
bacteria found in fish and water. 
It increased their rate oi 
growth, too. 

"Bui il also increased con- 
siderably the pigment this bac- 
teria throws nlT," she said. "The 
pigmenl is tnx.ii and the bac- 
teria uses it as a defence 
mechanism to protect itself 
against other organism?. 

"So we reasoned that the 
residue might create a similar 
defence mechanism when fed 
to cancer patients." 

Arnold and Pat began to 
write their scientific paper. 
They reviewed their data, not- 
ing an earlier suggestion that 
eanrer was a tcaring-dou n pro- 
cess of the whole body, rstihei 
than a hiiildiug-iip process in 
a local area. 

Allhuugh Pal's and Arnold's 
work was not completely 
original - liille of modern 
medical research is — Dr Baf- 
nard was most intprrssed. 

He said "If that buy hadn'i 
worked as hard as he did — 
more than ID hours a Hav in 
his lab. alone, phis time at 
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srhool — and if thai girl hadit'i 
hall tin- fine, altstracr mind she 

has, well, the whole theory 
wouldn't have luted together 
so neatly." 

Tile pLiper which the young 
ts>am co-authored was read be- 
lore an .incli.'ii. e of li/illfi M ten- 
tists at the Killh International 
Congress mi Nutrition in Wash-

If aphis appear under the leaves or, 
later, round the bud-stems, spray with 
Dli'I emulsion or malathwu. During wet 
or humid weather, spray regularly with 
malathiou fnr control of the leaf-ricmatode, 
which weakens tile plants. 

Leaf spot (brown to black areas, some- 
times approximating nematode damage) 
can he chicken wiih bordeaux mixture 
sprays. This preparation will also check 
powdery mildew, which ap- 
pears in wet or humid 
weathrr.

Materials: Wicker bread basjcci Sin, Ion* by 6in. wide: cylindrical cork 4iu. 
lems lor roc ten, length wire SOin.; two small pieces more pliable Wire; lytl. 
firmed cotton; Uyds. rihbon; 1yd. lain, wide brodrne anglaise; wuLding. 

Cut cork through centre lengthwise. Place halves side by side on bottom or 
ballet, make holes in each end of cork, attach to basket with sraaH wire 
pieces. Double wire in half and iwuW to make stronger. Thread ends through 
wirkerwork at one end of basket so wire standi upright. Send -tin. section oyer 
to form bracket for curtain. From cotton material cut three oval shapes ojin, 
by 6iu to St inside bottom of. basket. Stitch two sha|ves together. nsht sides 
facing, leaving an opening down one side. Turn right side out. Place wadding 
pad inside for mattress, oversew opening by hand. 

Lining mid frill: Cut strip 27in. by 3in. on bias of material. Stitch it to 
edje of third oval shape, right sides facing. This forms lining. Work large 
buttonhole in strip where wire bracket come* though. Next cut strip 60iti. 
by 4jin. and gather on to bias strip, leaving a gnod heading of approximately 
lln. Male Jin. hem al lower edge. Sew ribbon over (fathering thread, 
bavin); ends free for bow. Place over basket, put bracket through buttonhole 

Curtains: Cui strip of material 26m. by 16in. Make ^in. hem all round. 
Paid material in half, right sides lacing', stitch down one side, leaving 2in. 
opening at bottom. Turn right side out, stitch across top I in, from fold to 
within Jin of edge. Turn, atitcli down parallel to and Jin. from side seam 
Sew second row ot stitching across top iin. from fold to edge, for casing. 

Thread curtain over wire and gather material across top until all fullness ii 
on bracket. Stitch open end. Sew ribbon on curtain, tie bow at top. Make 
sheets, pillow from broderie anglaiae, cover from figured cotton.

■text documentary planned is 
a history of Sydney, to he fea- 
tured as a highlight of ihe 
Ausuralia Day programmes. 

This documentary has been 
planned and written by Mr. 
David McMillan, archivist til
